Plans Are Approved For 
Elks’ Memorial Park Project 


Trees and shrubd to the value of 
$650.00 have been ordered by the 
Id.ks this past week for delivery 
in the spring. These are earmark¬ 
ed for the Memorial Park which 
is to be constructed adjacent to' 
the swimming pool. 

The order was placed with Prai¬ 
rie Nurseries Ltd. of Calgary, 
whose expert assistance has been 
Secured in choosing the tree«-i and 
shrubs and making suggestions 
which will add to the beauty of 
the.park. This firm has been en¬ 
trusted with the landscaping of 
many beauty spots in this part of 
the province and thaix. expedience 
in this line has already proven a 
great help to those concerned with 
the local project. 

Final plans, as drawn up by O. 
B. Roe, have been approved and 
are now in the blueprint stage. 
The focal point of the park will, 
of course, be the Memorial Stone, 
with walks of concrete or red 
shhle gravitating from it. The 
abrupt rises from the level of the 
land on which the stone is situat¬ 
ed to the level of swimming pool 
and, on the southwest side, to the 
higher ground which will also form 
part of the park, will be faced 
with rough stone. Green stretches 
of turf wiH contrast with the vari¬ 
colored flowers and shrubs. The 
Elks intend to spare no expense in 
making the park a real beauty spot 
—a fitting tribute, along with the 
memorial swimming pool and 
stone, to the town and district 
hoys who gave their lives in the 
war-

made this announcement, and it is 
regarded as an important conces¬ 
sion in bringing about tax agree¬ 
ments between federal and provin¬ 
cial governments. This 3 cent fed¬ 
eral gas tax has been one of Prem¬ 
ier Manning’s main difficulties in 
coming to agreement on the re¬ 
spective taxing fields. 

When the federal tax is drop¬ 
ped next April, Premier Manning 
says that purple gas will be 3 
cents cheaper Ho farmers, ano 
white gas wilt be dropped one or 
two cents to consumers. 

The federal tax took about $3,- 
600,000 annually from Alberta. 

About $1,700,000 of this was from 
the ordinary motorist and the rest 
from users of purple gas. 

However, the federal govern¬ 
ment has been paying subsidies on 
imported crude oil to keep the 
price of important crude at Cana¬ 
dian refineries at a level with the 
ceiling on Turner Valley crude. If 
the federal government removes 
these subsidies, the price to con¬ 
sumers may not be any lower than 
it now is. If the provincial gov¬ 
ernments leap in and impose high¬ 
er tax, the result may be higher 
than now. 

This is Finance Minister Ab¬ 
bott’s first move to bring reconcil¬ 
iation in the tax agreement field. 

The provinces which have not yet 
come into line are Alberta, Ontario 
Quebec, P.E.I. and Nova Scotia. It 
is expected that P.E.I. and Nova 
Scotia will be able to reconcile any 
differences with Ottawa. 

In the past in addition to the 3 
cent tax imposed by the Domin¬ 
ion, motorists were paying 10 cts. 
in P.E.I., N.S. and New Brunswick 
In Quebec, Ontario' and Saskatche¬ 
wan they paid 8 cents and in Al¬ 
berta and B.C. they paid 7 cents.

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Prairies and 
Freight Rates 


around the Great takes, one of 
Canada's greatest physical ob¬ 
stacles to national unity, might be 
nationalized, the Government tak¬ 
ing over and operating this 
stretch of the railways out of the 
Federal Treasury as a subsidy to 
national unity and to give the 
West a fair break. It would cost a 
lot of money from the taxpayers’ 
pockets. It may be a solution. Or it 
may be impossible. But it is worth 
considering. 


(Lethbridge Herald) 

One of the greatest handicaps 
under which Western Canada has 
labored is the fact that, with no 
water transport and a paucity of 
hard-surfaced highways for econ¬ 
omical truck transport, we have 
leen almost wholly dependent on 
the railways, and, as a'result, have 
had to pay the piper. We produce 
largely raw materials which must 
find' a market in the East or 
through export trade at the sea¬ 
board and, being a thousand to 
two thousand miles removed from 
the large manufacturing centres 
of the Central Provinces, we have 
to pay high freights on our im¬ 
ports of durable and consumption 
goods. That the West has done so 
well as it has under this handicap 
of a high ton-mile freight rate 
structure is surprising. That the 
West suffered greatly during per¬ 
iods of depression and poor crops 
Ls not. surprising. 

Now it is proposed that, to give 
the railways the income which they 
must have to maintain solvency, 
there should be a horizontal in¬ 
crease in freight rates of 30 per 
cent. The West would pay—there 
is no other way out. The East 
would escape largely because the 
railways there would find that they 
would have to meet water and 
highway transport competition, 
and a horizontal rate increase on 
their now relatively low rate struc¬ 
ture wsuld be an increase in name 
oidy. 

The governments of Westei.. 
Provinces, farm organizations, 
boards of trade and all others in¬ 
terested, are now arming them¬ 
selves for the freight rate battle 
which is sure to follow. There will 
be a solid West against such a rate 
change, though there will be ac¬ 
ceptance everywhere in the Wesx 
that the railways must have more 
money if they are to remain in 
operation. 

How can the handicap of high 
freight rates to and from the 
West be solved ? 

One suggestion is that transport 
on the 1000-mile barren stretch

We see the desperate need for 
for more food by the 900 million 
people in India, China and Japan. 
There is not much possibility of 
increasing yield per acre nor of 
expanding acreage in most coun¬ 
tries of the world. On these prai¬ 
ries, however, we can achieve at 
least some improvement in yielA 
ty reducing losses from weeds, in¬ 
sect and disease damage, and by 
sc wing varieties better adapted to 
different districts. We can also, to 
some extent, expand acreage by 
breaking new sod land, by clearing 
brush and trees and by draining 
sioughs. 

To do this, however, will cost 
money. There is one effective way 
to provide that money; by paying 
farmers such a price for wheat as 
will induce and enable them to 
meet the extra costs. 

Our Government today is with¬ 
holding from farmers twenty cents 
a bushel on all wheat shipped to 
Britain, and, at this moment, with¬ 
holding about ninety cents a bushel 
on wheat exported to all other 
countries. If these sums, now be¬ 
ing withheld for five years, were 
to be paid now to our farmers, 
they could then purchase new ma¬ 
chinery and better seed, and with 
energy and good heart set about 
increasing yield per acre and in 
expanding acreage, which would 
all result in an increased produc¬ 
tion of wheat—man’s finest food— 
for a hungry world. In view of the 
universal cry for more food, the 
Scarle Grain Company urges our 
Government to raise the price of 
wheat. Our Company believes our 
farmers should be paid now at 
least. $1.55, basis No. 1 Fort Wil¬ 
liam, instead of $1.35 only which 
farmers now receive.

Total Proceeds for Memorial Swimming Pool

C. R. Dickey secretary of the 
provincial T.B. Association was 
the speaker at Rotary on Thursday 
evening, his topic being the control 
of T.B. in the province. 

One of the services accomplish¬ 
ed through the Christmas seals 
campaign is the examination for 
T.B. for all citizens made possible 
through the two mobile units now 
Y in operation. C. R. Dickey, in out- 
X lirting the work of the Asocia- 
♦{• tion reports that almost one-third 
of tile total Alberta population has 
been X rayed through mobile unit 
service. 

The X-rays had brought to light 
nearly 500 cases of active tubercu¬ 
losis, most of which were in the 
early, easily curable stage. 

“Many of these people were 
spreaders of the disease, so by re¬ 
moving them from circulation 
the danger of infection has been 
greatly reduced,” Mr. Dickey said. 
Two in Thousand 
“The reason we put so much 
emphasis on X-raying large num¬ 
bers of apparently healthy people 
is that about two in every 1,000 
examined Will have TB, and usu¬ 
ally it is totally unsuspected by 
the victim. By finding these cases 
i.i the very early stages we know 
that most can be cured in a matter 
of mouths instead of in years.” 

Mr. D ike/ said his association 
was determined that Alberta would 
l ave a medical personnel for tu- 
lerculosis that was second ‘o none 
anywhere in the world. To achieve 
this, the group had set aside $2,- 
500 annually to pay travelling ex¬ 
penses for doctors of both Domin¬ 
ion and provincial TB divisions so 
that they might visit other parts 
ot Canada, and the United States 
and even Europe to study methods 
in use in other parts of the'^World. 

Both the Dominion and provin¬ 
cial health departments^had recog¬ 
nized the value of the post-grn.du- 
ate study, he said, and had co-op- 
erated by granting leave of ab¬ 
sence with pay for the doctors 
chosen.
